No Price Aid For 
Overplanted Land 


Farmers who overplant their 
1961 cotton allotment and do 
not dispose of the excess acre- 
age after being notified will be 
ineligible for Government Price 
Support on all cotton produc- 
ed on the farm, states Lester 
Gunter, Chairman of the Cof- 
fee County ASC‘’Committee. 


Mr. Gunter states that cot- 
ton farmers could be penalized 
to a considerable degree if 
they do not dispose of the ex- 
cess cotton. The reason for 
this he stated is that if a far- 
mer stays overplanted he for- 
feits his right to receive price 
Support and, in addition, will 
be subject to a Marketing quo- 
ta penalty on each pound of 
excess cotton. The rate of pen 
alty is 19.5 cents per pound. 


Mr. Gunter pointed out thal 
the cotton farmers with cx- 
cess cotton acreage have 15 
days after the date of the 
county committee’s original 
notice of excess cotton acreage 
in which to dispose of the ex- 
cess acreage. Also any request 
for remeasurement or  ovyer- 
planted farms must be made 
within 15 days from the date 
the notice of Overplanting is 
mailed.

From the New England state of New Hampshire 
comes a comment, found in the Manchester Union Leader, 
"The Kennedy brothers are apparently determined to get 
as much political mileage as possible out of racial discord 
in this country”, says this rock-ribbed New Hampshire 
newspaper. “The South, with its huge Negro population, 
has problems which no Northerner, unless he has lived in 
the South, can understand or appreciate.” 


“But a section of the Democratic Party in the North 
has discovered what it thinks is a sure-fire method of as- 
suring control of the Negro vote in New York, Philadelph- 
ia, Chicago and other Northern cities, This formula con- 
sists of making a whipping boy out of the white people in 
the South for the benefit of the Negroes in those states. 


“As this newspaper said earlier, the old frontier had 
its Calamaty Jane and the new frontier most assuredly 
has its Calamity Jack.” 


Then the Syracuse, N. Y., Herald-American, comment- 
ed: ‘In 20 years the average wage of Negroes in the U, S. 
has gone from $639 to $3,368 annually. This compares 
with $2,234 in Great Britain and less in West Germany and 
France for all workers. 


“The 19 million Negroes in the U. S. have an estimat- 
ed annual income of $20 billion, or more than all the 300 
million Negroes in the rest of the world put together. They 
own 4.5 million automobiles, or one for every five mem- 
bers of the race against one for 350 persons in the Soviet 
Union. 


“There is one thing for these gentlemen to remem- 
ber—the United States has a white population of some 
{60,000,000 citizens. These citizens have rights, too. They 
pay 98 per cent of the taxes, they build the great bulk of 
schools and colleges, hospitals, roads, factories. This is not 
Africa and the whites cannot be pushed out.” 


Remember, that came from one of the largest news- 
papers in New York state. 

Columbia TV has repeatedly shown scenes of racial 
segregation in various parts of the North. When the trou- 
ble at Montgomery was at its height, Columbia TV turned 
the spotlight on Chicago which it called the most segre- 
gated city in the United States. 

Efforts of the Kennedy brothers to make political ca- 
pital by using the South as a whipping boy has had one 
good effect. 

It has shown we have friends in high place whom we 
previously didn't know we had.

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COFFEE COUNTY 
SOIL NEWS- 


By T. C, Selr and Billy Taylor 


Coffee County has many 
small farm ponds that have 
been construrted under the su- 
pervision of Soil Conservation 
personnel, Average ponds are 
2-5 acres in size and require a- 
round 2000-2500 cubic yards of 
fill material in the dam. As- 
phalt coated pipe is normally 
placed under the dam, ‘This 
pipe is designed especially for 
farm pond use, Six and eight 
inch pipe is kept in stock with 
in the county, Your SCS techni 
cian can supply full informa- 
tion, 

“Small dams" is a term used 
to classify some earth-fill wa- 
ter impounding structures. 
Such a dam might cost from 
several hundred to several 
thousand dollars. The fields of 
hydrology, hydraulics, hecono- 
mics, soil mechanics, agrono- 
my, geology, structural design 
and construction have to be 
taken into consideration in 
varying degrees in small earth 
fill dams. These fields are in- 
tegral parts of t he broader 
field of soil and water conser- 
vation. 

In cartying out its respon- 
Sibilities, the Soil Conservation 
Service is called upon to assist 
with planning, designing and 
installing small dams. In the 
Southeast, the Service consid- 
ers proposed impoundments as 
generally falling into six dif- 
ferent classes. A stock pond 
would quite often be a Class I 
structure. A flood retardation 
or irrigation water storage dam 
might be class VI. 

Factors related to the pre- 
viously mentioned fields con- 
tribute to placing a adm in 
one of the six classes. As the 
class of dams increase the 
need for more precise con- 
struction also increases. 

A ten-foot high farm pond 
dam designed might be ade- 
quately presented by a field 
sketch based on a few level 
readings and hand sugar soil 
borings. This dam might be 
properly constructed with a 
bulldozer. In this case compac- 
tion, soil placement, and foun_ 
dation stability do not require 
close control, 

On the other hand, a forty- 
foot high irrigation reservoir 
dam would require a complete 
set of construction drawings. 
Such drawings would require 
topographic data based on 
third order surveys. Data from 
detailed laboratory analyses of 
soil materials would be used 

Rainfall and runoff on a re- 
currence interval probability 
would be studied in detail. This 
dam might require modified 
proctor compaction. The mois- 
ture content of the fill would 
require close control. Zoned 
placement of borrow might be 
essential. Reinforced concrete 
appourtenan with very 
small construction would pro- 
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bably require two or three self 
propelled scraper wagons, a 
pusher, two or more bulldozers, 
a dragline, a sheepsfoot roller, 
and wheeled tractor, and re- 
lated maintenance equipment, 


During the late winter rains 
in 1961, the small dams in Ala 
bama were taxed severely, No 
failures were reported on dams 
which were constructed to Soil 
Conservation specifications, 


There appears to be an in- 
creasing interest on the part of 
individual landowners in the 
middle range of dam classes, 
As the small watershed pro- 
gram activities of the Soil Con 
servation Service gains impet- 
us the amount of work offered 
for contractors (bids by local 
organizations will increase, It 
is important that care be given 
to see that all dams are care- 
fully designed and soundly 
constructed,

dust can be purchased at most 
farm supply stores, This dust 
contains 1 percent rotenone to 
kill insects and 5 percent zineb 
to control diseases. This mix- 
ture is safe to use on all kinds 
of vegetables. Apply it  thor- 
oughly once every week to 10 
days to control these insects 
and diseases.

This Auburn approved gar- 
den dust does not control blis- 
ter beetles, green stink bugs, 
leaf hopper and corn earworm. 
If these insects are present use 
20 percent tovaphene or 10 per. 
cent DDT. Be sure you do not 
use DDT or toxaphene on edi- 
ble parts of plants. 

Five percent malathion dust 
is excellent for controlling 
bean beetles, aphids and red 
spiders.
